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Casino, racetrack on hold awaiting decisions

Romulus residents are still asking the question 
“When are the casino and racetrack going to be a done 
deal?” 

At this point it is out of the hands of the city, according 
I to Mayor Alan Lambert 

“We are in a holding pattern right now,” he said. 
“There isn’t really anything else we can do at the city 
level on both projects.” 

The casino, which was proposed last year by the Sault 
Saint Marie Tribe of Chippewa Indians, is currently 
awaiting approval in the U.S. Congress. Lambert said 
things are looking up after his recent trip to Washington 
D.C. 

He recently testified before members of Congress 
when he appeared before the House Committee on 
Resources in support of House Bills HR 2793 and HR

831, the proposed Native American land settlement 
agreements, which would allow the tribe to build a casi¬ 
no in Romulus. 

The tribe has proposed a $350 million casino, confer¬ 
ence center, golf course and hotel, which representatives 
for the tribe said they believe would bring an anticipat¬ 
ed 17,500 people to Romulus each day. It would have 
more than 2,500 slot machines and 90 table games. 
Tribal representatives estimate that this casino, which 


would sit on 40 acres of undisclosed land, would add 
3,500 jobs to the city. 

Romulus would receive an estimated $6 million in 
slot revenues each year. 

Lambert said that after his testimony, he received 
some feedback from members of congress who were 
originally against the proposed casino. They changed 
their minds and will now support the bill when it comes 
back to the floor, Lambert said. 

‘We feel that it will get through a vote,” said Lambert 
‘We just have to wait and see what happens.” 

Lambert said the only thing delaying the Michigan 
Downs racetrack is the track license from the state. 

“The City of Romulus is completely behind the race¬ 
track project,” he said. ‘We have given them approval 
and now they just need the license and we can begin to 
break ground.”

It didn’t look good for Mokey. 

The 1-year-old cat was barely 
clinging to life after a fight with 
several neighborhood felines, 
and his owners couldn’t afford 
the treatment to save him. 

That’s when the Friends of 
Michigan Animal Rescue 
(FMAR)—and the Michigan 
Avenue Animal Hospital— 
stepped in. 

According to Pete 
LaFramboise, co-founder and 
president of FMAR, the organiza¬ 
tion was contacted by the 
Michigan Avenue Animal 
Hospital in Ypsilanti recently for

help to pay for surgery for the 
injured cat Without immediate 
medical attention, Mokey could 
have died, LaFramboise said. 

Vets at the Michigan Avenue 
Animal Hospital—who recently 


became involved with FMAR— 
thought that they could save 
Mokey. 

And they did. 

Mokey’s right eye was surgi¬ 
cally removed to save him and he 
is now on his way to recovery, 
said LaFramboise. 

“He went through it with fly¬ 
ing colors,” he said. “He is wear¬ 
ing a collar that is driving him 
nuts, but otherwise, he’s doing 
well now.” 

Once Mokey is fully recovered, 
he will be up for adoptioa 

“Mokey is really a very sweet, 
loving cat,” said LaFVamboise. 

The shelter is asking for dona¬ 
tions for Mokey, and to benefit 
the other homeless animals 
residing at the center, 
located at 51305 
Arkona Road. 

FHends of Michigan 
Animal Rescue is a 
non-profit organization 
committed to protect¬ 
ing animals and resi¬ 
dents by promoting a 
safe and healthy envi¬ 
ronment according to 
LaFramboise. The 
shelter operates a ‘no 
kill' animal rescue pro¬ 
viding necessary med¬ 
ical attention, shelter, 
spay and deuter ser¬ 
vices, vaccinations and 
adoption services. They 


are currently providing a low- 
cost spay/neuter program in 
hopes of decreasing the overpop¬ 
ulation of animals in the commu¬ 
nity. 

Animals up for adoption are 
available to be seen from 11 a.m.- 
4 p.m. the first and third 
Saturdays each month at Petco 
on Warren Road in Westland. 

In the future, FMAR will reno¬ 
vate the 8,600-square-foot barn to 


include a clinic, training area 
and offices. Currently, they have 
nine kennels for dogs and five 
kennels for cats, and have helped 
more than 50 animals find new i 
homes, he said.

Lambert said the track 
license would have been grant¬ 
ed to Magna a long time ago, if it 
hadn’t been for the proposed 
racino legislation in the state 
house. 

“Once the racino became a 
reality, everyone wanted in on 
the action, so it is has slowed 
down the licensing process,” he 
said. “But, Magna is going to 
build this racetrack whether or 
not the racino bill goes through.

With the racetrack and the 
casino, also comes the possibili¬ 
ty of new developers looking to 
Romulus. Lambert said that the 
city is currently talking with a 
major mall developer about 
building in the city.

The 
sky is the limit with all of this 
development wanting to come 
into Romulus. We are definitely 
on the right track.”

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10th Annual Michigan Jazz Festival is Sunday

Some of the greatest jazz musicians in the Metropolitan 
Detroit area are headed to Schoolcraft College for the 10th 
annual Michigan Jazz Festival, a free event that will take 
place on Sunday. 

From noon until 10:30 p.m., the campus will be alive 
with the sound of jazz as more than 200 musicians perform 
at five different venues within the campus. According to 
Midge Ellis, coordinator of the Michigan Jazz Festival, all 
of the performers are established jazz musicians, along 
with a few college bands. 

The event, Ellis said, was bom out of a desire to show¬ 
case homegrown talent instead of focusing on only those 
musicians who are nationally recognized. 

lt We started it because we wanted to give our local musi¬ 
cians recognition before they go off to the (bigger) cities 
and get famous,” said Ellis. 

However, she said that taking a closer look at local musi¬ 
cians also made sense for other reasons. 

“Very few jazz musicians can make a living playing 
music,” said Ellis. She added that while most of the musi¬ 
cians the festival features are extraordinarily talented and 
could have made a bigger name for themselves had they 
left the area; for the most part they chose to stay due to 
family, employment, or other considerations. 

However, Ellis said that plans for the event include 
more than just the desire to showcase the cream of local 
talent—it was also designed to help expose young musi¬ 
cians to the music. As a result, the event is child friendly. 

Performances will take place both indoors and out, as 
different jazz groups will perform in two different rooms 
within the new VisTaTech Center as well as in a large tent 
outdoors. Another indoor stage will be devoted to five big 
bands. 

The final staging area, in the Steinway Cafe, will feature 
individual jazz pianists to expose the crowd to the heart 
behind the music, performing jazz improvisations of any¬ 
thing from jazz standards to hymns, as they help listeners 
learn to better appreciate the spirit of the music, she said. 

“They’re composing on the spot; it’s a lesson in jazz,” 
said Ellis. She added that she had received more phone 
calls on that aspect of the event than she had on anything 
else. 

The attraction must be strong, since Ellis said that the 
event draws jazz fans from Flint, Port Huron, and Canada 
as well as music lovers who live in the area 

‘People love jazz because it’s so free,” said Ellis. “It’s not 
written so it’s never played the same way twice.” She 
added that the atmosphere of the festival acts as a draw to 
music lovers, since the musicians tend to stick around both 


before and after they play their sets which allows for more 
interaction than the listeners generally get at such perfor¬ 
mances. 

About 50 volunteers will be at work to keep the musi¬ 
cians on schedule and the event working like clockwork, 
Ellis said. In fact, between the structure and the festive 
atmosphere, she said that it is not just listeners 
the event attracts—it also attracts more bands 
than the festival can support Coordinators of 
the festivals receive so many applications that 
even after narrowing the selection based on 
quality; the final selections are done randomly 
to ensure fairness. 

“We put the names in a hat and draw them 
out,” said Ellis. “They all want to come back” 

As a result she said that seven bands would be 
making their first appearance at the Michigan 
Jazz Festival. 

The musicians agree to perform for the 
musicians’ union scale wage for the event, 
which is funded by FYiends of the Michigan 
Jazz Festival fundraisers, assorted sponsors, 
and through the Detroit Federation of 
Musicians, Local 5 Union with the recording 
industry Music Perform-ance Fund.

musicians’ latest compact discs as part of the so-called Jazz 
Walk connecting the venues.

their facilities almost free of 
change, asking only for reim¬ 
bursement for actual relat¬ 
ed expenses. 

Ellis said that helping 
more people to understand 
jazz could help revive the 
genre, which she calls the 
only art form that is unique¬ 
ly American. Ironically, she 
added that jazz is currently 
more popular in Europe 
than it is in the U.S. 

Parking and admission to 
the event are free of charge. 
The facility includes ample 
handicapped parking and a 
drop-off zone in front of the 
building. 

“You don’t have to bring 
chairs,” said Ellis. “You 
don’t have to bring anything 
but yourself.”

A matter most M 

How much government is too much? 

In some respects, that’s what Wayne City Council members will 
ponder when they revisit an ordinance to limit the feeding of certain 
types of birds within city limits. 

On the one hand, residents should feel like they have the right to 
feed whatever they want to on their property. On the other is the 
broader impact that feeding can have on their neighbors, excessive 
spillover that causes a mess that they did not invite. 

It’s an interesting debate. 

City council members took one look at a proposed ordinance last 
month and rejected it, in part because it was too vague. They’ll take 
another look on Tuesday, after they view a video provided to them by 
residents who have experienced a growing problem throughout west¬ 
ern Wayne County - people who throw out too much’ food, attract too 
many birds which then leave a huge mess behind that can literally 
affect an entire neighborhood. 

It may sound silly, but it’s a real issue for some residents. 

It’s also a difficult one to solve because it toes the line between 
property rights and the civic duty officials have to protect the general 
population. Attempts to solve the situation have bounced back and 
forth between the city and the Wayne County Health Department, 
with each at times pointing the finger the other 

We think the city should step up to the plate, here, and take a lead¬ 
ing role in the attempt to solve the problem. It won’t be an easy issue, 
of course, but we think they’re better equipped to handle something 
like this than a department as overworked and understaffed as the 
Wayne County Health Department, which is also taxed by trying to 
enforce a general rule across a much broader - and more diverse - 
area 

The key to it will most likely be in the language of the ordinance 
itself, and how the city attempts to enforce it Obviously it’s impracti¬ 
cal to have staff,.members drive around and look for thousands of 
birds that happen to be perched on a specific house, waiting for the 
daily bag of feed to drop. 

It probably makes more sense to limit the feeding of all types of 
birds, rather than the previously proposed pigeon, gulls or waterfowl 
Even then, you’re stuck with identifying intangibles like ‘excessive 
feeding 1 and public nuisances. That can be handled, though; perhaps 
the city can require that residents put out bird seed only in bird feed¬ 
ers, and limit the number of them. 

Regardless of what they do, the only way they will truly be in the 
wrong is if they ignore the situation altogether. 

Organization as an art form 

Once again, the City of Plymouth has played host to a successful 
special event 

The annual Art in the Park, one of the largest - and best - outdoor 
art shows in the state, brought huge crowds to the city and, if the event 
was adversely affected by having to pay a stiffer bill to the city, it didn’t 
show it 

In fact, we think Dianne Quinn and her daughter, Raychel, deserve 
a lot of credit for making the event so seamless. During the more than 
20 years they’ve been organizing the art show, they’ve really gotten it 
down to a science, from the volunteer meeting the week before the 
event to the afterglow for volunteers and the resulting thank yous that 
come in the mail later on 

It can’t be an easy task to coordinate more than 420 artists and keep 
everyone happy, when you’re dealing with several interested groups 
like the city, the Downtown Development Authority (DDA) and the

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A lesson In poli-speak 


The decision to close the 
Secretary of State branch office 
here in Wayne has caused some 
concern throughout the commu¬ 
nity. 

City officials have tried, since 
they learned of the plan, to keep 
the office open, but to no avail. 
They’ve approved a resolution in 
support of the office and sent it 
up to Lansing, appealed to their 
state legislators to see if they 
could help out because they feel 
it’s an important service to the 
community, along a well-trav¬ 
eled thoroughfare and bus route.

“It is an essential element to 
our being effective leader's of this 
state that we, as public servants , 
maintain open lines of communi¬ 
cation and inform one another of 
important concerns affecting our 
constituencies. With that in mind, 
I truly appreciate you alerting me 
to the emerging concerns and 
interests specific to your commu¬ 
nity. 

“Again, thank you for your cor¬ 
respondence.

Granted, the governor and 
her staff are very busy people.

Still, though, you’d expect that 
after the amount of attention 
this has received in Lansing, the

letter would 
include some 
sort of detail, 
even if it was a line saying: the 
secretary of state makes deci¬ 
sions based on what she thinks is 
best for her department, as all 
Michigan department heads is 
supposed to do. 

It’s interesting, though, that 
even this form letter mentions 
how important it is for public 
servants to maintain open lines 
of communication and inform 
one another of important con¬ 
cerns that affect their respective 
constituencies - she even called 
it an essential element 

That’s interesting because 
I’ve rarely seen that type of 
information flow come from the 
state to the locals; it’s almost 
always the reverse, as it was in 
the case of the Wayne Secretary 
of State office. The locals often 
have very little, if any advance 
warning about crucial decisions 
made in some state meeting 
room in Lansing. It was the same 
with the State of Michigan prop¬ 
erty in Northville Township and 
nearly so with a proposed 
expansion of the Scott 
Correctional Facility there, too.

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Clerics tally costs of local school elections

It can be an expensive proposition to 
organize an election. 

Just ask school district officials 
throughout Western Wayne County, many 
of whom have recently tabulated the costs 
of the school board elections last month. 

Those costs, when compared to the 
amount districts pay election workers, 
advertise the elections and print ballots, 
were a little discouraging, according to 
school officials. 

The school districts of Van Buren, 
Wayne-Westland, Plymouth-Canton and 
Northville, spent an average of $466 per 
vote, with just the cost of labor, alone. 

The Wayne-Westland district, with 
about 72,000 registered voters, spent about 
$8,343 for election workers, according to 
Char Sherman, assistant superintendent 
for general administration. She said the 
district pays precinct inspectors $100 a day 


and chairpersons $110 per day. Only 1,400 
votes were cast last month, which means 
the district paid $6.32 for each one of 
them. 

If you factor in other costs associated 
with the election, printing ballots, sending 
out absentee ballots, moving the heavy 
equipment - the district still has old 
machines that have to be moved into each 
of the 17 precincts from a warehouse - and 
the legal fees associated with ensuring the 
ballot language is proper, the figure 
increases to about $17,800, according to 
Sherman. 

Of that, she said $6,740 goes toward the 
miscellaneous legal costs and moving the 
machines. Only $2,300 is associated with 
the absentee ballots. The district mails 
them out to anyone who voted absentee in 
previous elections. 

“It’s not a legal requirement, but we do 
it rather than making them come in every 
time,” Sherman said. “Most of them are 
elderly and they can’t always get around 


too well.” 

Of all districts, the Northville district 
seemed to have the best return on their 
election costs. With a budget of $4,500 - 
most of which went toward paying the 40 
people who worked the polling places - 
the district had 4,300 votes cast out of 
25,652 registered voters, according to John 
Street, business and financial manager for 
the district That comes out to about $1.05 
per voter and a voter turnout of about 17 
percent. Voters decided a school board 
race as well as a $35 million bond issue. 

Van Buren, with a budget of $5,000, only 
had 856 ballots cast in their school elec- 
tioa Election inspectors make $80 per day 
there and chairpersons earn $90, accord¬ 
ing to Linda Chatzka, secretary to the 
director of instruction at the district 

Next year, it will effectively be someone 
else’s problem, because the state is chang¬ 
ing to a consolidated election system, with 
four set dates each year. Those dates 
would be the fourth Tuesday in February, 


the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
May, the first Tuesday after the first 
Tuesday in August and the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November 

“School districts will not be doing elec¬ 
tions any more,” Sherman said. 

The problem is that they don’t exactly 
know who will be taking over the duties 
yet In communities where the districts 
overlaps more than one municipality - 
like Wayne-Westland, Plymouth-Canton, 
Northville, which includes the city and 
township as well as portions of Novi, and 
Van Buren, the county may be ultimately 
responsible, according to Sherman. 

It could also fall to the municipality 
with the largest population within the dis¬ 
trict as well, she said, but she was unclear 
if that city would have the right to not 
accept responsibility. 

“Our attorneys tell us that a lot of ques¬ 
tions still need to be answered,” Sherman 
said. “We’re very curious to see how it’s all 
going to turn out”

Local musical group introduces 
rock ‘n’ roll to the X-files sound

It’s The X-files meets rock ti’ roll. 

Mr. Largebeat, a science fiction rock 
band, presents music with and songs with 
some cosmic connection to a space-age 
odyssey. 

Mr. Largebeat has been entertaining 
audiences with instrumental collabora¬ 
tions ever since the lead singer—James 
‘Largebeat’ Gertz—landed in Ann Arbor 

“I truly believe that he thinks he came 
from outer space,” said band member 
Lianne Clair. 

All sightings aside, the band produces a 
mix of musical instruments and vocals for 
all ages, performing their top hits includ¬ 
ing: ‘ Blast Off”, “Saucers over Seattle”, 
“Men in Black” and “Sending Suzy Signals 
from Saturn.” 

Clair, of Van Buren Township, said that 
listeners of Mr Largebeat will be treated to 
the original works of Gertz, who is a master 
Theremin player 

“He makes it a big part of what the band 
is,” said Clair 

The six members: Mat Brzezinski on 
drums and vocals, MJ. Hill on guitar, Oliver 
Blades on bass, Patrick Little on keys and 
synth, Gertz on Theremin, vocals and per¬ 
cussions and Clair on clarinet, saxophone, - 
percussion and vocals, have only been 
together a short time 

Clair said that the music is heavily influ¬ 


enced by 70s rock bands The Doors and 
Pink Floyd, 80s bands The B-52s and Devo, 
and even Chuck Berry. 

“We are always working to have new and 
improved music,” she said. “It’s fascinating 
to see both older people and youngsters 
able to respond to the music. We plan to 
continue to do that to entertain people.” 

Each member has experience and tal¬ 
ent, too, she said. Everyone has previously 
played-or is currently involved with other 
bands, bringing those experiences into Mr 
Largebeat Some members have had for¬ 
mal musical training, and some have not 
she said. 

“Jim finds people who can help him 
bring out the music he’s creating,” said 
Clair. “I have found that people who have 
had some training in music are some of the 
best problem solvers I have ever known. I 
believe it’s because training the brain to 
understand music facilitates creative think¬ 
ing in a way that no other media can.” 

Clair said that she has been involved 
with music since she was 11, when she 
began to play the clarinet 

“I lost my music for a period of time 
while pursuing my education,” she said. “I 
rediscovered it when I joined the band 
Quatro Veda. That’s when Mr. Largebeat 
saw me playing and asked if I would be 
interested in joining his band. After listen¬ 
ing to the music, I couldn’t turn him down. 
It is fun stuff”

Romulus’ head football coach Wade 
Cook has also donated his time to the club 
as an assistant coach. He said that the club 
teaches the kids about a lot more than just 
track.

Hall’s energy and enthusiasm echoes 
his own success. As a student at Dearborn 
Heights Robichaud, he was a 
member of a championship team 
under the guidance of Coach 
Ffan McCauley, who is now one 
of the coaches for the 
Accelerators. Hall then went on 
to play football at the Eastern 
Michigan University and moved 
to the big league were he played 
for the Minnesota Vikings in the 
NFL 

After his stint in the NFL, he 
coached track in Georgia and 
then moved back to Inkster, 
where he realized there was no 
track club. 

The Accelerators, now in its 
second year as a club, was origi¬ 
nally geared toward Inkster kids 
but Hall wanted to open it up to 
every one in the area In its first 
year, the club had 45 members 
but, with the success of the club 
during the outdoor and indoor 
season, the club began to grow. 

Now the it boasts an 80-mem¬ 
ber roster with members from 
Plymouth, Canton, Wayne, 
Westland, Inkster, Romulus, 
Woodhaven, Taylor, Dearborn 
Heights, River Rouge and 
Detroit The competitors are all 
between 9-18 years old. 

McCauley, who was a track 
coach at Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud for 33 years before he 
took over as assistant principle - 
a position that doesn’t allow him 
to coach high school sports - said 
he is glad to have the 
Accelerators. It still allows him a 
chance to coach, he said. 

“This is something that I want¬ 
ed to do for a long time,” He 
added. “It provides our kids with 
a means to enhance their skills. 

“We started with younger kids, 
too,” he added, “That way we can 
wean them into track with basics 
and they learn that track is fun

‘This is phenomenal,” she said. “When

Local fiimiture restorer wins prestigious state business award

A long-time Wayne business is celebrat¬ 
ing a milestone with an award. 

The GRAMCO Furniture Restoration 
Co., which opened 40 years ago this month, 
recently won the Best Small Business 
Award from the Michigan Small Business 
and Technology Development Center (MI- 
SBTDC), according to owner John 
VerHines. 

It was one of only 14 small companies to 
be honored at the award ceremony, which 
took place last month at the James B. 
Henry Center for Executive Development 
at Michigan State University. 

VerHines credits two things for the long¬ 
term success of the business: the current 
trend in furniture retail that signifies a 
return to quality and a book he’s read 
about half a dozen times, The E-Myth 
Revisited, by Michael Gerber 

The first time was about four or five 
years ago, when he felt the business had 
reached a plateau. 

“We’d been going strong for more than 
30 years,” he said. “We had an excellent 
reputation with our clients, but the busi¬ 
ness just wasn’t growing and we didn’t 
know why.” 

The theory espoused by the book is that 
good tradesmen don’t always make good 
businessmen, he said. It helped VerHines 


change his approach - he said he always 
operated under the philosophy that if you
